And tills state­ 
ment applies with equal force to all 
wearing surfaces, says a bulletin is­ 
sued by the mechanical first-aid de­ 
partment of the Chicago Motor club. 
It is just a i true of tile gear teeth in 
the transmission, or tile bearings in 
the rear axle, as it is for the main 
•ngine bearing*. 
No wear can occur between two 
surface* which are separated by a 
film of oil or grease.s » Wear is impos­ 
sible so long as tins ideal condition 
exists, hut wear occurs rapidly as soon 
as tile oil film breaks and tile surfaces 
rome into contact. 
W ear Is Eliminated. 
It is only recently that this theory 
I litis bean fully accepted. 
Tile fact Is I 
{pow well understood that so long as i 
the oil films throughout the car are j 
maintained, wear is eliminated. 
For j 
years tile efficacy of lubrication was 
explained by stilting tiiat the oil films j 
p r e y ted the surfaces from coming 
into contact, but it was always thought 
that; complete and continued separa­ 
tion of the surfaces was an impossible 
ideal. 
In actual practice the oil film 
kept the surfaces apart most of tile 
time, but whenever they did come to­ 
gether, even for an instant, a little 
wear occurred. 
This view was borne 
out by experience since even the hest 
lubricated surfaces wore out gradually. 
In those days, an engine was consid­ 
ered satisfactory if it would run ten 
thousand to 
fifteen 
thousand miles 
without requiring bearing adjustment, 
but nowadays there are sufficient In­ 
stances of cars running seventy-five 
thousand miles without any attention, 
proving that the oil film theory is cor 
red. 
Oil Film Broken. 
lf 
the 
bearings 
need 
adjustment 
at the end of seventy-five thousand 
miles, It Is because the oil film broke 
and allowed the surfaces to run to­ 
gether. 
In many cases it is held flint 
all the wear may he caused by the oil 
film breaking just once, as might hap­ 
pen if a car were over-speeded by be­ 
ing driven on a slight down-grade with 
the throttle wide open. 
I nder these 
circumstances tile pressures on the en­ 
gine hearings are maximum, and of 
course, if tim pressure mounts high 
enough it will break tile oil film. 


Proper Care of Brakes 
Is Safety-First Habit 
Proper care of the brakes is one of 
the best safety-first habits a mot or ha 
can form, says a bulletin Issued by lie* 
accident prevention department of the 
Chicago Motor club. 
Tile majority of 
drivers use the foot brake almost en­ 
tirely. relying upon the emergency to 
tarn hie trick in I .g it places. 
There 
are tv > tilings wrong with this meth­ 
od ; first one becomes accustomed to 
tim foot brake, and the emergency Is 
strange, and in case of danger one will 
find it good motoring sense to become 
familiar with the emergency brake. 
In tile second place, it is advisable 
to save the foot brake by using tile 
emergency. 
This especially is desir­ 
able on long hills, where the lining 
may lie worn out in descending one 
steep grade. 
On long steep grade* the 
driver should shift into first or second; 
in this way if you are driving a six- 
cylinder car, you will have six addi­ 
tional brakes, but even then you wit! 
need to use the hand and foot brakes. 
Try out your brakes every morning, 
and have theta adjusted about once 
a month, depending of course on the 
amount of driving you do.

This Is difficult to do 
without a manure spreader. 
In some 
places It is the practice to haul to the 
field, put into small piles, and then 
spread front these piles by band! There 
is no advantage to tills, but It does 
increase the labor cost. 
The value of manure can be greatly 
increased by the Addition of some re­ 
inforcing material. 
Gypsum or land 
plaster, rock sulphate and acid p h o s ­ 
phate are commonly Used. 
Acid phos­ 
phate is rite best to use. 
Besides tak ­ 
ing tip much of the ammonia, which 
would be lo*t through fermentation 
and leaching, it adds an available form 
of phosphoric acid 
to the manure. 
This is important, for m anure is low 
in phosphoric acid. 
When acid phos­ 
phate is used at the rate of 40 to 50 
pounds per ton of manure It supplies 
plenty of available phosphoric acid for 
the average crops. 
Limestone may be 
used with manure but it will not have 
the same effect on the ammonia that 
acid phosphate does*.

It is ju st as tru e of the gear teeth in 
the transmission, or the hearings in 
the rear ax le, as it Is for the main 
mgine b earing's. 
No wear can occu r b etween two 
su rfaces which are sep arated b y a 
film of oil or grease.'NWear is imp os­ 
sib le so long as this ideal condition 
ex ists, b u t wear occu rs rap idly as soon 
u s The oil film b reak s and the su rfaces 
come into contact. 
Wear Is Eliminated . 
It is only recently that this theory 
lias b een fu lly accep ted. 
The fact is 
now well u nderstood that so long as 
the oil liliu s throu ghou t the car are 
maintained, wear is eliminated. 
For 
y ears the efficacy of lu b rication was 
ex p lained b y stating that the oil films 
p rev ented the su rfaces from coming 
Into contact, b u t it was alway s thou ght 
that comp lete and continu ed sep ara­ 
tion of the su rfaces was an imp ossib le 
Ideal. 
In actu al p ractice the oil film 
k ep t the su rfaces ap art most of the 
time, b u t whenev er they did come to­ 
gether, ev en for an instant, a little 
wear occu rred. 
This v iew was b orne 
ou t b y ex p erience since ev en the b est 
lu b ricated su rfaces wore ou t gradu ally .

Whore is the best place to apply 
manure, depends largely on the con? 
dition of the fields and the manure.

Manure should he evenly spread for 
best results. 
This is difficult to do 
without a manure spreader. 
In some 
places it is the practice to haul to the 
field, put into small plies, and then 
spread from these piles by band. There 
is no advantage to this, but it does 
increase the labor cost. 
The value of manure can be greatly 
Increased by the addition of some re­ 
inforcing material. 
Gy psum or land 
plaster, rock sulphate and acid phos­ 
phate are commonly used. 
Acid phos­ 
phate is the best to use. 
Besides tak­ 
ing up much of the ammonia, which 
would be lost through fermentation 
and leaching, it adds an available form 
of phosphoric acid to the manure. 
This is important, for manure is low 
in phosphoric acid. 
When acid phos­ 
phate is used at the rate of 40 to 50 
pounds per ton of manure it supplies 
plenty of available phosphoric acid for 
the average crops. 
Limestone may be 
used with manure but it will not have 
the same effect on the ammonia that 
acid phosphate does.
